SHIPMENT. We commence to ship about March 10th, weather being favorable, and 
shipping season lasts until June 1st. We ship order any week you designate in your letter, 
weather being favorable. We have every means at hand to have your stock reach you in 
the best condition. We can make shipment South in February if desired, on roses, shrubs 
and fruit trees. 

TERMS. Cash before order is shipped. We will book orders when oncfourth cash ac 
companies the order, balance to be paid before stock is shipped.

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Cherries 

In planting a Cherry orchard care 
should be taken not to plant the 
trees too close together; select a dry 
soil for the Cherry, as a rule, al- 
though it is so hardy a tree that it 
will thrive in a great variety of soils, 
yet a good sandy or gravelly loam 
is best. Use same care in planting as 
other trees. 

Orchardists are resorting more 
and more to the planting of varieties 
of Cherries that are strong pollen- 
izers. Experience seems to demon- 
state that such varieties as Black 
Tartarian, Bing, and Schmidt's Big- 
arreau are the best varieties to use 
for this purpose. Usually about one 
in every ten trees has proven to be 
the right proportion to use of these 
pollenisers.
